prison thus creating jobs 


1,318 bed facility 
to bring in much 
needed revenue

With the closure of South Bay 
Growers, the City of South Bay 
was left with no industry. Accord- 
ing to South Bay Mayor Clarence 
Anthony, "We don't have a major 
employer anymore.” Also affected 
by the closure is the city. The city 
has had to lay off employees and 
they (the city) will have to change 
insurance carriers. 

When South Bay Growers 
announced it was shutting down 
Sept. 4, it not only left 1,300 work- 
ers unemployed, it also left the 
City of South Bay in,shambles. 
South Ba# Growers brought the 
small farming community thou- 
sands of dollars in taxes. 

In a town meeting held Tues- 
day, Aug. 2, in the South Bay City 
Hall, Mayor Anthony announced 
to members of the community he 
was actively seeking to locate a 
prison in South Bay. He said the 
prison would bring with it $1.2 
million per month and $16 million 
per year revenue to the city. 

The 1,318 bed medium-security 
prison will be located South of 
South Bay (near Gatorland) on 
100 acres of property. The ana 


dential areas is approximately 60 
acres of land which consist of sug- 
arcane. Palm Beach County gave 
the City of South Bay $300,000 to 
purchase the land from U.S. Sugar 
at which to locate the prison. 

‘The construction process at the 
prison will take about 14 months. 
During the construction, 200 peo- 
ple will be employed. After the 
completion of the prison, 300 peo- 
ple will be employed to do jobs 
ranging from corrections officers, 
cooks, landscapers, etc. s 

Mayor Anthony told the resi- 
dents "we (the commission) will 
demand that they buy their prod- 
ucts (supplies to build the prison) 
locally.” 

Commissioner Michael Jackson 
said with the closing of South Bay 
Growers, the city was left with vir- 
tually no where to turn. He said 
it's down to a point to figure out 
“will South Bay survive economi- 
cally or will South Bay die?" 

Though many of the residents 
agreed with the mayor's and com- 
missioners’ ideas of bringing in a 
prison, and virtually bringing rev- 
enue to the city, opposition was 
met by few people in ai J

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Determining where a hurricane 
is going can be a nightmare

What's the toughest job in 
the weather business? That's 
easy: hurricane predictions. 
Forecasting tomorrow's weath- 
er is difficult but trying to 
determine where a hurricane 
is going can be a nightmare, 

"We do a great job of observ- 
ing hurricanes,” said Dr. 
Robert Sheets; the director of 
the National Hurricane Cen- 
ter. "We can tell you exactly 
where the storm is located but 
figuring out where it's headed 
next is stil] difficult.” 

Weather satellites help fore- 
casters at the Hurricane Cen- 
ter pinpoint a tropical storm or 
hurricane’s exact position. The 
satellites can also determine

determine the exact baromet- 
ric reading of the tropical sys- 
tem as well as wind speeds.

Specialists at the hurricane, 
center rely on sophisticated 
computers to forecast the track 
and intensity of tropical sys- 
tems. The computers use 
mathematical formulas called 
forecast models to help meteo- 
rologists predict the future. 
actions of hurricanes. 

"We use two types of forecast 
models,” said Dr. Sheets. "The 
first is called a statistical mod- 
el which is based on ‘historical 
data. The other is a dynamic 
model which mimics the 
Earth's atmosphere.” 

The statistical model takes 
the current position of the hur- 
ricane, compares it to a similar 
storm of the past and issues a 
forecast based on what the 
original storm did. 

For example, let's say a trop- 
ical storm’ is located near the

The’model will then 
issue a forecast based on 
where the historical storms 
went. 

"History is an important ele- 
ment in forecasting hurri- 
canes,” said Dr, Sheets. "We 
find the ‘statistical models are 
very helpful." The hurricane 
center currently uses two sta- 
tistical or historical models. 

The dynamic models take a 
different and more sophisticat- 
ed approach to forecasting hur- 
ricanes. The models attempt to 
imitate the Earth's atmosphere 
with mathematical equations. 

The models-input-weather 
observations from around the 
world into a mathematical for- 
mula that mimics the weather 
patterns. The specialists at the 
hurricane center enter the 
coordinates of the tropical sys- 
tem, run the equations and the 
model. predicts where the 
storm is going next.

As congress considers vari- 
ous national health care 
reform proposals, how to pay 
for reform is a major issue. 
Glades General Hospital and 
hospitals throughout Florida 
want access to care for all, 
community-centered health 
care delivery and fair financ- 
ing. 

Some in congress want mas- 
sive cuts in federal spending 
for Medicare to pay for reform. 
That isn't fair to hospitals and 
to Medicare recipients. 

A recént national study by 

Lewin-VHI, Fairfax, Va., pro- 
jects that cuts in the rate of 
spending for Medicare in the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee bill will result in Medi- 
care paying for just 67 cents 
for every dollar of the cost of 
care provided a Medicare 
patient nationwide in six 
years. 
With Florida's high Medicare 
population, that means that by 
the year 2000, hospitals in 
Florida would have an average 
projected Medicare payment 
inpatient operating margin-of 
negative 46.6 percent.

As Medicare money is drasti- 
cally reduced, many hospitals 
will have to eliminate some 
employees and some services. 

Glades General Hospital, 
with much of its patient activi- 
ty being Medicare, may be 
forced to face those same 
issues. In effect, Congress may 
force hospitals to ration care 
without Congress taking the 
blame for the results. 

Painful spending cuts for 
programs to help the elderly 
and the poor don't make sense 
when other sound alternatives 
exist. Additional faxes on prod- 
ucts whose use contributes to 
increased health care costs, 
such as tobacco, alcohol, hand- 
guns and assault weapons, 
could produce $76 billion in 
revenues. 

Florida is just beginning to 
implement reforms to help 
reduce the number of unin- 
sured. Congress can learn from 
Florida. You can have reform 
without forcing a financial bur- 
den on those who must have 
the resources to initiate that 
reform. 

Our state legislature made 
great strides in 1992 and 1993 
to adopt health care reforms to 
reduce the number of unin- 
sured Floridians, Despite this 
Progress, much remains to be 
accomplished if we are`to pro- 
vide access to health insurance 
for all our state's citizens. . * 

During the 1994 regular, 
extended, and special sessions, 
legislators were unable to 
reach agreement on a proposal 
to provide subsidized health 
insurance to Floridians not 
covered by previous reform ini- 
tiatives. 


The major obstacles to the 
latest reform proposal stem 
from political considerations as 
well as legitimate substantive 
concerns about who would be 
covered under the plan and the 
cost of providing such coverage.

Compromise is needed in 
Tallahassee to achieve a pro- 
gram that would provide 
health insurance coverage for 
more Floridians, reducing the
